They opened 
fire on the rebels. The response was 
feeble and desultory. 
The left ad- 


vanced, firing into the bush* A small 
body of rebels made a stand at Guad- 
alupe church and finally fled. 


At 7.30 o'clock the river gunboat 


started towards Pasig, firing Gatiings 
mtq the brush. 
Meanwhile Scott's 


Battery 
ashore was shelling 
the 


trenches, driving the enemy back. The 
artillery then advanced to a ridge of 
Bamboo and drove a few of the enemy's 
sharpshooters off. In the meantime 
the infantry came forward in extended 
order, the Washington regiment rest- 
ing on the bank of the river, each 
regiment deploying and acting as its 
own support The entire column then 
wheeled toward the river, the line a 
mile long, when the troops rested. The 
enemy's loss was severe. Only eight 
Americans were wounded.

The text of Bear Admiral Sampson's 


letter is as follows: 


"United States flagship, New York 


Havana, Cuba, March 9. Sir: I respect 
fully ask your attention to facts con 
tained in this letter and I ask that i 
may be officially filed as part of m 
record in the United States navy. Whei 
the late war was threatening I was 
placed in command of the North At 
lantic fleet, and, after the declaratioi 
of war, was appointed by the presi 
dent Rear Admiral and confirmed in 
my command. This duty and responsi- 
bility came entirely unsought, nor had 
I any especial wish for It, though 
recognizing that great honor had beer 
conferred upon me. My sole aim was 
to achieve success in the blockade ol 
Cuba, destroy Cervera's fleet and main- 
tain an efficient war fleet. It is noi 
necssary to dwell upon the Incidents o: 
the war. which are now well known. 


Eased upon uiese incidents certain 


officers, distinguished for faithful ser- 
vice, were named bv me in the exer- 
cise of my natural duty as commander- 
m-chief for promotion or such other 
rewaid as you, Sir, might deem de- 
sirable. Those names you have pleased 
to nominate to United States senatt 
for promotion, and you have done me 
the honor to add my name to that list 
of officers. It now appears the senate, 
though well disposed to most names on 
that list, has, for reasons not neces- 
sary to he here discussed, objected to 
my promotion and has similarly failec 
to confirm the deserving officers aboul 
whose merits there has been no doub 
or discussion. Hitherto, Mr. preslden 
I have been undisturbed by any eage 
desire for advancement or any othe 
form of reward for doing my duty. 
have not specially concerned mysel 
with matters outside of that duty. 
have felt I have done my duty in th 
conduct of the West Indian naval cam 
paign to the utmost extent 
of m 


ability, as thoroughly as I was ab 
and, if no reward should come, I shoult 
be satisfied with the conscienceness o 
having done my best. 


"I did not, however, anticipate tha 


dissatisfaction with any act or acts r

City. 


Arthur C. Johnson, special war cor- 


respondent of The Rocky Mountain 
News, writing from Manila under date 
of Jan. S2, describes the new site for 
the American army hospital at Manila 
as follows 


Corr°gidor island may be termed one 


of the beauty spots of the Philippine 
group Compared to nearl? all the other 
iblands of the archipelago it is bnt a 
mere speck protruding from the sea, 
bnt 
close investigation discovers a 


ftretch of nearly three miles of pictnr- 
etque rocks, baiiami 
and pineapple 


groves, bubbling springs and sheltered 
little bays on tho shore line. 


CorreKidor, or Alderman, island is lo- 


cated sqnaiely in tbe entrance to Ma- 
nila bay. Its rocky promontories havo 
for centuries frowned down on tbe sea 
craft which have crept past its base to 
gain the broad expanse of Manila bay 
and tack away to the city of Manila, 28 
miles off. 
It halted the Spanish galleons 


•whkh 200 years ago enteied and left 
the bay bound to and from Mexico twice 
a year with their loads of treasure. The 
island was the first to inspect the ships 
of England. France and Germany when 
they came poking their noses into the 
bay looking for trade. When Dewey and 
the Americans sailed Tiast the island in 
the gloom of midnight a hoarse gnn on 
a Corregidor hill demanded "Haiti" but 
failed to bring down its man when the 
order was not obeyed. 


On Dec. 1 the government took its 


first steps toward instituting a conva- 
lescent hospital on Corregidor island. 
The 5,000 bed hospital which formerly 
existed in Camp Merritt, San Francisco, 
had been transported to Manila on the 
Scandia. Major Owens, with Steward 
E. F. Geraghty as hia right hand man 
and 50 hospital men of the regular serv- 
ice, went to Corregidor and cleared 
space for the hospital. Today there is a 
little colony of tents situated where the 
old Spanish arsenal stood, and 200 pa- 
tients who have ran the gantlet of 
the army hospitals in Manila bask in 
the sunshine and drink in the drafts of 
fresh sea air. The waves cf a tiny cove 
lap the shore beside the camp and make 
an excellent bathing place. 


The regular boat service to Corregidor 


was inaugurated on Christmas day, 
1898. Thomas J. Tarsney, formerly ad- 
jutant general of the state of Colorado, 
is at the head of the enterprise, and the 
company is already doing a lucrative 
excursion business as well as handling 
government transportation contracts. 
The side wheel steamer Manila leaves 
the Pasig river wharf each morning at 
8-30 loaded with the.34 hours' supply 
of fresh meat for tbe Robinson Crusoes 
on Corregidor, pale faced soldiers and 
pleasure seekers, 


The journey requires- three honrs At 


the end of that time the traveler has 
began to pay some attention to the lit- 
tle heap of rocks and is able to discern 
a tower on the very pinnacle of a small 
mountain, which turns out to be the 
celebrated revolving Corregidor light, 
which may be seen 20 miles out in the 
China sea. This .lighthouse is now in 
charge of a United States signal corps 
detachment. There are about 500 Fili- 
pinos on the island, so jt is necessary to 
garrison the place to protect the hospi- 
tal 
The Pennsylvania camp is but a 


few hundred yards along the shore from 
the village of Corregidor 


High up on the promontory overhang- 


ing the town may be seen tbe vine clad 
ancient fortifications of the Spaniards 
From the wharf the road divides, one 
branch entering the little thatched vil- 
lage and the other passing through a 
queer little gate built into the cliffs and 
opening the way to the collection of ar- 
senal buildings, little whitewashed stone 
affairs, which have all been occupied by 
Steward Geraghty and his hospital 


The tent space for the hospital hat, 


been cleared from banana gioves. Tbe 
tents are pitched end to end, usually 
on slightly sloping ground, which it- 
well drained 
The front opening of a 


ward discloses a long aisle of center 
poles and cots. The patients are all dis- 
missed and either running about or 
lolling on their array blankets. The 
buildings which were occupied by the 
ol'd Spanish garrison have been turned 
into quarters and storerooms. 
One of 


the principal places of storage for the 
hospital is the little Corregidor church 
This is a cement building abont 40 feet 
long and fitted with the regulation 
chapel altar 
A huge sheet of canvas 


has been hung up to protect the images 
and fittings of the altar and the entire 
front of the church piled with scores of 
chests of military medical supplies, ' 
barrels of brandy, army blankets, mat- 
tresses and all the necessaries of a well 
equipped hospital. 


The island is heavily wooded with 


mountainous tropical growths, and the 
shore is niched with bays. The rocky 
points have command of the region foi 
20 miles around and will make wonder- 
fully strong battery points when the 
United States commences to modernize 
tbe defenses of Manila. 


At 3 o'clock the steamer draws away 


from the wharf, and Corregidor has 
pulled up her drawbridge for tha night. 
During the present insurgent troubles 
the lit tie garrison on the island, includ- 
ing the hospital corps, stays by its 
arms, for the natives ot the island havo 
bet'ii infus-cd with Aguinaklo doctrines 
and are continually in signal call with 
their bothers) of the. mainland'

The Austrian view of United States 


trade competition in tb*subject of a re- 
cent report of Consul Baebr at Kehl to 
the etate department. Dr. Alexander 
Peez, a Viennese authority on political 
economy, devoted a recent paper to the 
p-ibject, in which he referred to Amer- 
ica as "Europe's most dangeronarival," 
and said they could not give enough 
attention to the United States. "It is 
tot known yet, "said Dr. Peez, "how 
we will be able to make up for the loss 
of our fcngar export to America. 
The 


balance of trade will be still more to 
their benefit when they are able to pro- 
duce enough sugar in Cuba and Porto 
RH-O to supply their needs. This will 
probably take them about seven years. 
Wo shall have to make good use of this 
time." Di. Peez spoke also of tbe paper 
industry and referred to the pas>t, whon 
some of the English newspapers weie 
printed en Anstnan paper. '"Now," he 
added, "tbe United States has wrested 
this trade from us and is already sup- 
plying most of the paper used in Eng- 
land " 


Iron, machinery and cottonseed oil 


were also mentioned as instances of 
American inroads on the European mar- 
ket. In the course of his remarks Dr. 
Peea dwelt upon the wonderful rapidity 
with which the Americans, in their 
xvarwith Spain, increased and equipped 
their navy. In America, he said, the 
whole population consists of skilled men 
and shrewd merchants, who bring about 
the wonderful progress of the country. 
He repeated what he has been advocat- 
ing for ypars—that the countries of tbe 
European continent would have to torin 
a coalition to protect themselves against 
outside competition. This plan is also 
being discussed in some of the newspa- 
pers in Germany. 


Sentiments similar to those expressed 


by Dr. Peez, Consul Baehr adds, are fre- 
quently uttered by men in prominent 
public office and published by the piess 
of Austria-Hungry, as well as of Ger- 
many. 


MODERN SEAMANSHIP. 


Marvelona Skill Displayed In Some 


Recent Buffeting* With Storing. 
The courage, skill and the happy is- 


stilts of the efforts of the crews of the 
Pavonia and Bulgaria to save their 
ships furnish two remarkable exhibi- 
tions of fine seamanship. The emperor 
of Germany has sent the high order of 
Hohenzollern to the master of the Ger- 
man ship, Captain Schmidt, and the 
English board of trade will give a dis- 
tinct expression of their appreciation to 
the master of the Pavonia. 


These two ships were knocked about 


on the high seas for three weeks, help- 
less by reason of the breaking down of 
machinery and in both cases deprived 
of the use of their rodders and with 
some of their compartments filled with 
water. Nevertheless they were faced 
up to tbe storm, kept afloat and finally 
reached port in distress, it is trne, bnt, 
despite their hardships and perils, with 
their passengers and crews alive. 


Their story outrivals the tales of 


Cooper, Melville, Clark Russell and 
Marryat not becanae it is merely true- 
but by reason that it deals with a con- 
dition of sea lif£ which those sailors 
and writers had not knit into their 
Homeiic fictions Theae great iron 
bulks — machine boxes — with cargo 
spaces depending upon a bolt or a rivet 
being disabled, are transformed by the 
skill of their sailors into ships that 
come to harbor at last and show that 
seamanship is no lost art even in this 
age of iron, steel and steam.—Philadel- 
phia Times.

WELDING OF COPPER. 


Lout Secret Said to Have Been Dis- 


covered In St. Loni». 


A young Norwegian working in a St 


Louis machine shop claims to have dis 
covered one of the lost arts, that o' 
welding copper. The other day a speci 
men piece of welding was exhibited bj 
C. W. Marshall of St. Louis, a friend ot 
the young mechanic, who for the pres 
ent withholds his name and the secret 
of his process. 


He has been experimenting for five 


years and after almost giving tip hit 
npon the idea accidentally. He was ex- 
perimenting to temper copper, and in 
disgnst threw a piece of the warm 
metal on the floor. When he picked it 
up, it was perfectly welded to a small 
piece of steel 
The copper had been 


treated by a liquid not intended for the 
purpose, bnt which proved the material 
to render it possible to be welded. 


He repeated the experiment several 


times, each time employing a larger 
piece of metal and meeting with the 
same success 
He shows how the weld- 


ing is accomplished in his little machine 
shop, bnt will not disclose the nature 
of tbe materials used nctil he has se- 
cured a patent on his secret. The speci- 
men shown was perfect, the two metals 
apparently being drawn together with 
the solidity of one substance.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

For years their warfare with 
the Spaniards led them to believe that 
war is a sort of easy pastime. 


"After a battle with the Spanish 


army in the Philippines the Filipinos 
and the Bpaniaids both would gather in 
the cafes oi Manila, smoke their ciga- 
rettes and chatter vaingloriously about 
their deeds ot valor, although the so 
called engagement would rarely be more 
than a mere skirmish or bham battle. 
It takes a long while for the average 
Filipino to get an idea into his head, 
and the rebel army has not yet grasped 
the awful meaning of modern wartare. 
Their real slaughter at the hands of the 
American has ot course not yet begun, 
but bloodshed will be unnecessary as 
soon as the natives understand the force 
of the power they are foolishly trying 
to withstand. I think they are nearly 
at that point now 
When once they 


realize the horrors of genuine war, 
panic will put an end to even their 
wish to r^bel. 


"Aguinaldo, who has everything to 


gain and nothing to lose by inciting 
the ignorant natives to revolt, knows 
the futility of their insurrection, but 
he is both vain and venal and is seek- 
ing to prolong the cabal for the double 
purpose of ministering to hia pride and. 
as he hopes, of adding to his fortunes by 
betraying his people. Eewonkl sell out 
the Filipino cause any day for a price."

Here 
we made ourselves as comfortable as 
possible and one or two of us had actu- 
ally dozed off for short naps when a 
regular hobo, a good specimen of the 
redl article, happened along and wanted 
to know if we had anything to eat Of 
course we hadn't. 
" 'Well, he said. «if you fellers'll 


ketch a chicken I'll show you a trick 
that'll be useful to you.' 


"It didn't take us long to catch the 


chicken and bring it back. The veteran 
member of the nomadic fraternity 
wrung its neck, jerked ofi its head, 
cleaned it and going down to tbe creek 
wadded it up, feathers, feet and all, in 
a big ball of yellow clay. This he rolled 
into the fire and scraped the burning 
embers up around it. Tbe clay soon 
haidened, and we could see it among 
the wood coals gradually becoming a 
bright cherry red 
When it did so. tha 


cook rolled it out again, let it cool a 
little and then broke it open with a 
stone. The feathers had stuck to tbe 
baked clay and a clean, inviting chick- 
en was ready to be served. All the 
moisture that in ordinary baking is lost 
had been kept in by the bricklike in- 
clocure. and the morsel that fell to my 


] lot was the juiciest and sweetest I have 


ever eaten."—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


THE SHERIDAN AT MALTA. 


Our Troops Land and Parade by Per- 


misMlon of the British Governor. 
The American transport Sheridan, 


bound from New York for Manila with 
re-enforcements for General Otis, arriv- 
ed at La Valetta, Malta, the other day. 
The troops aboard, numbering about 
2,000 men, were landed the next day 
in order that they might have a chance 
to stretch their legs after their long 
voysige and to see the sights of the 
town. Permission for their landing was 
given by General Sir Francis Grenfell, 
the governor of Malta, who later in- 
spected the troops at the parade ground 
and witnesaed a march. The governor's 
staff, Admiral Sir John Hopkins, com- 
mander in chief of the British Mediter- 
ranean squadron, and General Lord 
(Congleton accompanied the governor. 
An immense crowd was present, and 
there was much enthusiasm displayed 
over the American troops. Their fine 
appearance was very favorably com- 
mented upon. 


The London Daily News, commenting 


upon the landing of the American 
troops at L:j Valetta, says that apart 
from the sightseeing and the fraterniza- 
tion with the British troops the moral 
for the United States is that they had 
better see about the Nicaragua canal 
immediately. These men, it adds, are 
simply crawling round the world to 
reach a place they ought to be able to 
get to by a straight run across the Pa- 
cific. It is a good way to learn geogra- 
phy, 
but is not exactly the way to re- 


enforce garris.ons in a crisis in their 
struggle with a determined enemy.—•

NEW MAGAZINE RIFLE. 


It Discharges Seven Cartridges by 


Palling: the Trigger Once. 


A test was made at the navy depart- 


ment at Washington recently of a new 
magazine rifle of the regnlation navy 
caliber which is peculiar in that the 
gas generated from the explosion of a 
cartridge rejects the shell, loads the 
rifle and cocks the trigger. The maga- 
zine holds seven cartudges, and by an 
automatic arrangement these may be 
fared in succession by pulling the trig- 
ger once. 


The test was pronounced as highly 


successful by a number of army and 
navy officers who witnessed it. 
The 


piece worked well and a very high 
velocity was obtained. One of the pro- 
jectiles fired at a Harveyized steel plate 
from a distance of two feet penetrated 
the plate one inch. Major General 
Miles was among those who witnessed 
the test.

AN ENCHANTED PITCHER.

About five miles from Aiken. S. C., 


OB the Charleston dirt road and in 
sight of the railway, it a little place 
that wu first christened Polecat, bnt 
afterward changed to Montmorenci. the 
French for that odorous little animal. 
Many yean ago a young woman caioe 
with her pitcher to draw a bucket of 
water from a well at Montmorenci and 
set the vessel in the hollowed top of a 
stone post that some of the railroad 
men had moved there. While drawing 
the water a flash of lightning came that 
struck the chain to which the well 
bucket was attached, and the woman 
was killed in her tracks. Her remains 
were removed, but the pitcher was left 
just where tue dead girl had set it. To 
this day the pitcher remains in the 
same place, and, so far from being re- 
moved. it is said that no living hand 
has ever touched it eave ite'e owner's, 
although near the eid« of the public 
road. 


But the most wonderful thing is the 


superstition attached to the pitcher. 
There is an indescribable influence sur- 
rounding it that prevents its touch. 
Hundreds of people have gone with the 
firm determination of lifting the pitch- 
er. bnt when they approach it a strange 
repugnance comes over them, and they 
hurriedly depart without carrying out 
the object of their visit. 


One night a bully in the neighbor- 


hood, while under the influence of 
whisky, made a bel; with some friends 
that he would go and bring back the 
pitcher. He left to do eo, but soon re- 
turned as pale as a sheet and empty 
handed. "Boys," he remarked, "no 
person alive can lay hands on that 
pitcher, and I wouldn't attempt it 
again for the whole of Aiken county. " 


He refused to tell bis experience and 


said he would not talk about it. Other 
parties have gone to see it, but met

MAKING ARTIFICIAL ICE.

New Rats and Minings, 


How tit* Plants Are Constructed and Op- 


erated In Philadelphia. 


Artificial cold or ice may be most 


readily produced by the evaporation of 
a more or less volatile liquid. In the 
first machines constructed this liquid 
was water. One-tenth of the amount of 
water used was converted into ice, but 
as it was necessary to maintain a vac- 
uum in the apparatus its perfect work- 
ing was a difficult problem. A more 
readily volatile liquid, therefore, had 
to be substituted, such as liquefied sul- 
phurous acid and liquefied ammonia. 
Being gaseous at ordinary temperatures, 
they are very suitable substances for 
this purpose. The ammonia ice machine 
is tbe one in moat general use—in fact, 
it finds exclusive application in this 
city. This liquefied ammonia is allowed 
to expand in coils of pipes which are 
placed in tanks filled with brine. The 
temperature of the brine is thus reduced 
to a point below the freezing point of 
water—that is, to 14-18 degrees F. 


In this refrigerated brine are placed 


galvanized iron tanks having tbe shape 
of the large cakes of ice which one is 
accustomed to see in tbe wagons tbat 
pass through our city streets. After a 
period of 48-60 hours this can of water 
is converted into solid ice. The can is 
hoisted out of the brine, warmed with 
hot water, which allows the cake to 
slip out upon a shoot that runs into tbe 
storage rooms. The gaseous ammonia 
in tbe pipes can be used over and over 
again, a large compression engine being 
a part of the plant, which reduces the 
expense of tbe process. From this de- 
scription it should be plain that there 
can be no taint of ammonia to give a 
taste to the ice. 


The plants usually employ distilled 


or artesian water, so that the ice is of 
the best quality. Whatever impurities 
the water contains are collected in tha 
white streak found in the center of each 
cake. The pure water separates from 
tbe impure- and freezes first. Even ten 
years ago the demand for joe was imp- 
plied from natural sources, Jhe har- 
vests from our own Pennsylvania riv- 
ers, which were stored every winter in 
great houses on the shores of the streams, 
being 
supplemented 
by 
shipments 


throughout the summer from Maine. 
There are BOW in Philadelphia 16 ice- 
making plants, some of which yield 
over 100 tons per day each, and the arti- 
ficial product for several years has been 
a serious competitor of the natural arti- 
cle.—Manufacturer.

K. V., U onobttuatile, 


TOOTHBRUSH AIDS HEALTH. 


Soond Teeth *md Body Only to Be Had 


toy IU Frequent Use. 


It is but a little thing, yet on itt 


proper use depends much of the happi 
ness of modern man. Why civilized 
teeth should be so rotten is a question 
which lias often been debated, and prob- 
ably the true answer is more com pies 
than some would think. Many good 
mothers are content to put all toothache 
down to lollipops, but that sugar iu it- 
self is not responsible for bad teeth it 
proved by the splendid "ivories" often 
possessed by negroes who practically 
live upon tbe sugar cane and thrive 
upon it, too, during the whole of the 
season when it is iu maturity. Dental 
decay is common enough, however, 
among negroes in towcs, and it seerue 
clear that the caries of the teeth which 
is so common among most civilized 
races is due not to any particular article 
of diet so much as to digestive*and nu- 
tritive changes imposed upon us by oui 
mode of life and to some extent by the 
fact; that by hook or crook we do some- 
how manage to live, notwithstanding 
our bad teeth, whereas in a state of na- 
ture tbe toothless man soon dies. 


Keoogniziug, then, that until the time 


arrives when some great social reformer 
either mends or ends our present social 
conditions our teeth will tend to rot, 
and that, whatever tbe predisposing 
causes, the final act in the production of 
caries is the lodgment of microbes on 
and around the teeth, we see that for 
long to come the toothbrush will be a 
necessity if the health is to be main- 
tained. It is only by the frequent use of 
this little instrument that those minute 
accumulations can be removed which 
are at the root of so much mischief. A 
few elementary lessons in bacteriology 
would, we fancy, greatly startle many 
people and certainly would show them 
the futility of trusting to one scrub a 
day. The fact is that if people, instead 
of looking at tbe toothbrush from an 
aesthetic point of view and scrubbing 
away with tooth powders (!) to make 
their front teeth white, would regard 
it merely as an aid to cleanliness, they 
would< tee that the time to use it is aft- 
er meals and at night, not just in the 
morning only, when the debris is left 
from the day before has been ferment- 
ing and brewing acid all night through. 
They would also see how inefficient an 
instrument the common toothbrush is 
unless it is used with considerable judg- 
ment. One of the secondary advantages 
of spending a good deal of money on 
dentistry is that at least one learns the 
value of one's teeth. By the time we 
have got them dotted over with gold 
stoppings and gold crowns we learn to 
take care of them, even although that 


i may involve the trouble of cleaning 


them more than once a day and using 
perhaps more than ona brush for tha 
purpose. —Hospital.

Free Bird That Attract* Attention 
Among Hundred* of Captive*. 


, In a big bird store where there are 


hundreds of birds of many kinds inces- 
santly squawking, chirping and singing 
there is one that is free—a tiny tit- 
mouse. The window is full of cages 
containing birds of various sorts, and 
one side of the store is lined with bird- 
cages stacked up high all along. But 
there is none that attracts so much at- 
tention as the little titmouse flitting 
about the store at will. At night it 
perches on a gas fixture in the window, 
and to that it comes back from its vari- 
ous excursions by day. 


Customers that come in to buy birds 


and birdcages and bird seed and one 
thing and another never fail to notice 
the titmouse. They may not notice an- 
other bird there individually, bnt their 
attention is sure to be attracted by this 
one as it darts about, free among so 
many captives, and they are likely to 
smile at it, they are so pleased with it. 
And sometimes children, looking in at 
the windows of the bird store, come in 
to tell the clerk that one of the birds 
has got loose. 


When it has nothing else to do, the 


titmouse sits on its gas pipe perch and 
perks ita head this way and that and 
looks about Sometimes it whets its 
beak on the gas pipe. Every now and 
then it dashes off somewhere. If it 
wants a drink, it perches on the rim of 
a goldfish globe—for home aquariums 
and stock for them are sold here as well 
as birds—no doubt to the great surprise 
of the goldfishes and certainly to tbat 
of the human beholders, who wonder 
that it doesn't fall in, it has to bend 
over so far to reach the water. But it 
gets it, and when it has taken its fill it 
flashes back to its perch on the pipe in 
the window. 


The titmouse catches spiders and oth- 


er insects, and it feeds in the larger 
cages when it'will. It goes in and out 
of them between the bars with perfect 
ease. It is a very little bird, even with 
its plumage in its natural form. With 
its feathers pressed against its sides it 
can get through a very narrow space— 
between the bars of a parrot's cage, for 
example—with ease. There are in the 
window a number of parrots' cages in a 
row. The titmouse almost flies through 
these cages, stopping in each perhaps to 
eat of the parrots' food, but they never 
molest it 
Parrots that would bite at 


the finger of a man wh.o should put his 
hand near enough to the outside of their 
cage stand back In fright or sheer 
amazement when the little titmouse, 
dashes in and perches on their feed cup.

ANCE AND EVANS. 


Eev. Frederick A. Taylor, pastor 


of 
the 
Unlversalist 
churc.b, 
has 


preached 
a 
sermon 
on the 
re- 


lation 
of the 
immoderate use of 


liquor to crime. It seems the Evans 
case was the opportunity-making in- 
cident for the minister. The pastor's 
remarks about drunkenness and ar- 
rests were conclusions from ample 
statistics and were conclusions such as 
are generally drawn from the figures 
provided by investigation of penal in- 
stitutions. These figures establish what 
is generally accepted, that intemper- 
ance and crime is intimately connected. 
No one with reason would attempt to 
dispute that and have hope of making 
good his contention. 


But it is a. qustion whether zeal or 


judgment leads to the conclusion that 
Evans was a man made in God's image 
and subsequently degraded by the use 
of whiskey to the fiendish brute his 
crime makes him out to be. Rev. Mr. 
Taj lor takes it upon himself to say 
that Evans was a man of average birth 
and average morals and supports him- 
self by what he calls expert testimony. 
This testimony is to the effect that 
E\ans would not injure a fly when he 
is sober. Accepting these statements ag 
indisputably true we have no alter- 
native but must come to the conclusion 
that a man of average birth and 
average morals and who drinks 
whiskey is likely to descend into the 
moral hell into which Evans has gone 
down. Such argument Is sweeping to 
the point of being startling and we be- 
lieve reduces th'e pulpit side of the 
Evans controversy to the reduction 
which shows it to be absurd. 


It 
might take 
some 
biological 


science to show how men come to be 
moral degenerates without the use of 
•whiskey, moderate or immodeiate, but 
\*e have only to take note of things 
within the range of common observa- 
tion to be positively convinced that 
men who drink are not, by any means, 
making beasts of themselves, puch a 
beast as Evans is. There are wives and 
mothers in this community who curse 
the saloon every day of their lives, but 
you could not get from them, even 
by the use of the rack, any testimony 
to prove that their husbands and sons 
are in any danger of sinking into the 
Evans class. They have no such testi- 
mony to give. They know their hus- 
bands and sons bring them pndless 
misery by their intemperate habits, but 
they would be aflame with proper in- 
dignation if you suggested to them 
that their husbands and sons, drunk 
or sober, could outrage virtue, in- 
nocence or helpless childhood such as 
Evans did. Make these husbands and 
•ona drunk and they would, as an 
impulse from their manhood, use their 
last physical effort before the paralysis 
of alcohol had wholly overcome them 
to pull a rope and help send Evans into 
the abyss of death -which is his fltting 
bourne. 


Then, too, was Evans drunk? He was 


not in a state of Intoxication that 
would have given any officer warrant 
to arrest him. He was sober enough to 
steal a horse and successfully drive it 
from Stamford to this city, sober 
enough to make 
an

sufficient plausibility to entice a child,

to

mishap' over the almost impassable

road, 
gober 


enough to select an unused house In a 
dwolate region for the scene of his 
crime, sober enough but beast enough 
to repeatedly torture his innocent and 
trusting child companion, lock her In 
a room and proceed to (he making of a 
flre so that the place would be comfort- 
ably habitable for him in the exercise of 
his horrifying flendiihnew Such wa« 
Evans, and in such condition were the 
men who recently committed in this 
community crimes similar to bis. How 
then tt there reason for putting the 
blame of tbe*e terrible crimes on 
whiskey »nd exonerating the animal 
element of these criminals? If whiskey 
Is the teal criminal It follows as ninrht 
follows day thai all men who drink 


whiskey are potentially criminals like 
Evans, which is a slander. 


By making this argument on behalf 


of what seems to us to be common 
sense we have again run the risk of 
being charged with having Improper 
motives. Rev. Mr. Taylor said last 
night in the Univeisalist pulpit that 
"presumably on the part of the liquor 
mteiests" an attempt had been made 
to prove that Evana was born bad. 
"Presumably on the part of the liquor 
Interests" 
contains an insinuation 


against motive that one would not ex- 
pect from an enlightened Christian 
pulpit. We are of the opinion that such 
insinuation had better be avoided by 
the moral teachei who wishes to have 
the power of leadership which only 
high-miudedness can give. 


Rev. Mr. Taylor is right in preaching 


a temperance sermon every time he 
thinks the sermon will do good. He 
would be disloyal to his «ork if he 
didn't.

If it is withheld today, 


it will be bigger and more harmful 
later on. The kindly man who is in 
charge of it at present has no alter- 
native except to dole it out to whoevei 
asks toi it 
Unfortunately, he is tou 


credulous, too kindly, too much absorb- 
ed in other work, too honest, to com- 
prehend the wickedness of the people 
who ciinge to him for alms and laugh 
in their sleeves as they take them. 
Today these parasites go to him with 
any story they can invent when they 
meiely want the means for a debauch. 
A tale of a sick wife, a he about a 
foreclosed mortgage or a police court 
fine, or a fiction about an accident to 
a limb,—lies out of the whole cloth 
seven times in ten,— suffice to get them 
an older for any sum between 10 shil- 
ln gs and £5. 


And what then, thinks the reader? 


They sell the orders to the shopkeeper, 
the lajgest beneficiary of the charity, 
because he operates as a broker, cash- 
ing- the ordeis for as little as he thinks 
the holdeis will acept. Two shillings on 
a five-shilling order or £1 for £5, as I 
am told, is how he discounts these 
tenders. "With what he gives them they 
get diunk.

Havana, March 18.—General 


has issued the fallowing1 atateman. to the 
Cuban people and army: 


"By the use of the suprcire faculties 


•with which it is endowed, th« assembly 
representing the army only has deposed 
me as commander-ln-chief of the Cuban 
army, which grade It conferred upon 
me during the last war. As commander- 
ln-chief, I always followed the dictates 
of my beat conscience and th» call of 
great national needs. 
I endeavored in 


all circumstances to fulfill my duty. 


"The assembly considers the fact that 
I do not aid it in efforts to raise loans, 
which later w ould compromise the great- ' 
est financial and political Interests of 
Cuba, to be an act of. Insubordination 
and of want of" respect. 
The primary 


cause for the action taken against me 
Is my conviction that Cuba should be- 
gin the exercise of its own sovereignty 
as a republic of union and concord, pro- 
claimed at Monte Cristo and sustained 
unimpaired on the field of battle, free 
from all compromise, keeping the na- 
tion's honor spotless. 


"As for the rest, as a sincere man, I 


confess I thank them because they re- 
lieve me of great political obligations, 
and also leave me free to return to my 
abandoned home, which, during 30 years 
of continual strife for the good of this 
country that I love so much, has been my 
one aspiration. 
Foreigner as I am, I 


did not come to serve this country by 
helping it to defend Its just cause as a 
mercenary soldier, and, consequently, 
since the oppressive power of Spain has 
withdrawn from this land and left Cuba 
in freedom, I had sheathed my sword, 
thinking I had finished the mission 
which I had voluntarily Imposed upon 
myself. I am owed nothing. 
I retire 


contented and satisfied at having done 
all I could for the benefit of my brothers, j 
Wherever destiny rules that I may make | 
my home, there can the Cubans depend 
upon a friend." 


General Gomes made the abore declar- 


ation because the Cuban mdJitary as- 
sembly, in public session Saturday af- 
ternoon, impeached him and removed 
him from his command as geneiral-ln- 
chief of the Cuban army, the first ballot 
taken resulting in 26 votes being cast in 
support of the motion bo impeatJh and re- 
move G-eneral Gomez against four in oip- 
pasition. TRe meeting lasted from 2 
o'clock until 7. 


General Gomez's only supporters were 


General Cespedes and General Nunea 
The original motion, which was intro- 
duced by Senor Manuel SanguiJIy, pro- 
vided for the abolition of the graffe of 
generiail-in-chief, but an amendment was 
offered to this by Senor Aguerro, which 
read "to abolish the grade of general in- 
chief and to remove General Gomez for 
failure in his military duties and die- 
obedience to the assembly." 


Sen or Aguerro declared tha,t Gomez 


was insubordinate and should be pun- 
ished, and Senor Sanguilly insinuated 
that the general waa a traitor to Cuba 


Much passion was evident in the 


speeches, in some of which Gomez was 
declared to have been delinquent in hi! 
duties and disobedient because he had 
accepted the proposition of Robert P 
Porter. President McKinley's specta 
emissary, without 
consulting the as 


sembly, because he had taken upon 
him- 


self the arrangements for the payment 
and disarming of the Cuban troops in- 
dependent of the assembly, and because 
he had declared to the assembly that he 
would observe its rulings in so far as h.« 
considered them beneficial to Cuba. 


The assembly again declared that tlhe 


13 000,000 v. as insufficient, and that it had 
not yet accepted the proposition. The 
discussion of this question will soon be 
taken up now that General Gomez has 
been removed. 


Senor Quesada, who accompanied Mr 


porter in Cuba, was attacked by Senors 
Gualberto Gomez. Sanguilly and Aguer- 
ro, who declared that he had acted in 
bad faith and had deceived them 
Senor 


Aguerro likened the present conditions 
confronting the assembly to those that 
confronted the French chamber when it 
was proposed to Impeach President Mac- 
M&hon. 


(or Illegality and political Jobbery. There 
Is no doubt that a majority of the people 
support him as against the assembly 
The local press will probably attack the 
assembly, urging Ha dissolution aa tne 
best thing thut can happen, and insisting 
that thx^re is. no reason why the United 
States authorities may not continue to 
treat with General Gomez in the matter 
of the payment of the troops. 


It is said on good authority that the 


payrolls he is preparing to hand to

Geneial Gomez enjoys the full con- 


fidence of the American militaiy au- 
thoiities, and, although he says he is 
glad of his new found libertv, tince it 
will enable him to return home it is not 
believed that he will leave Cuba at pies- 
ent. 
He has always insisted that an 


active share in distributing the money 
would fall to him, and there seems no 
good reason why he cannot continue to 
act as General Brooke s adviser and 
helper. 


The question of his successor as com- 


mander-in-chief has rot yet been con 
sidered, but General Mayia Rodngue- 
1s the next in command. No doubt Con 
eral Gomez technically exceeded his au- 
thority in acting independently of the 
assembly. 
His course was certainly 


calculated to arouse Jealousy in that 
body, but It is becoming moie and mora 
apparent that the assembly's action was 
largely the result of personal spite, and 
a desire to avenge slights. 
It is well 


known that there has long been trouble 
between General Gomez and certain 
members. 


The patriotic clubs have decided to 


abolish the Junta Patriotica, the mem- 
bers of which are elected by them, and to 
establish a patriotic league In its place 
General Gomez, it is said, will be asked 
to accept the presidency of the new or- 
ganization.

THREE MEMBERS RETURN 


From Cuban Expedition. Left Adams 


Men in Santiago. All But One 


Body Recovered. 


Three members of the Second regi- 


ment party to Cuba for the recovery of 
bodies returned to their homes in 
Springfield unexpectedly last evening 
Their return was due to the feeling that 
Hhey could do nothing moie by staying 
In Cuba, as all the bodies that they 
were in search of had been located, 
and would be taken up as soon as 
could be done after the vejcatious de- 
lays were overcome. 


They reported that Major Whipple 


and Lieutenant O'Brien of Adams were 
left at Santiago, where most of the 
party were staying. 


The party left New Yorlc about Feb- 


ruary 1 on the Roumanian, expecting 
to sail directly to Santiago. After 
leaving New York the plans were 
changed, and instead of going to San- 
tiago they went to San Juan. They 
reached San Juan February 17, and, 
staying there five days, proceeded to 
Ponce. At Ponce they a»d not go ashore 
owing to a fever scare, but, transfer- 
ring to the transport Obdam, came' 
back to Santiago. While there, all but 
one of the bodies of the Second's dead 
vere definitely located The one grave 
that could not be found was that of a 
Springfield soldier. 


The members of the party who re- 


turned last evening had little to say in 
criticism of their treatment by the 
government, except 
the 
many ap- 


parently inexcusable delays in getting 
at the bodies. They were first taken 
out of their way to- Porto Rico be- 
cause other parties on board the Rou- 
manian sought bodies buried on Porto 
Rican soil. At other times there was 
evident partiality shown against the 
Massachusetts party. Capt Bates of 
Michigan, who was in search of the 
bodies of the dead of a Michigan vol- 
unteer regiment, succeeded in getting 
his bodies without delay through a 
series of private cablegrams to Sec- 
retary Alger. Gov.-^n. Wood once 
promised that the 2d regiment dead 
should be the next exhumed, but before 
the work could be begun, another party 
were given the preference and the work 
of the local party was again hopelessly 
delayed. 
The bodies of the dead of the 


2d regiment which were located but 
not exhumed, were at El Caney, Sib- 
oney, Santiago, the 1st and 2d division 
hospitals and the regimental hospitals. 


Cuba is a different place now than 


when the Second invaded the island 
last June. The rainy season has not 
yet begun. The thermometer regis- 
ters in the neighborhood of 90 degrees, 
while flees and mosquitoes seek whom 


y may devour. One or two mem- 


bers of the Massachusetts party were 
sick, with fever during their stay, but 
there was none of that weakness 
caused by the constant Cuban rams. 
During tneir stay m Cuba there was 
rain only one day.

Lee, I bad aa opportunity to hear of tbe 
feeling which prevailed aboard the 
bark. Her crew were on the verge of 
mutiny, and Captain Travera bad be- 
come alarmed for hi* own safety. The 
men bad come to regard him aa a Jonah, 
and on the day he ran down to us had 
come to tbe decision that if tbe run of 
ill luck was not broken they would 
compel him to return to Bristol with 
au empty ship. Captain Travers was 


| stil> aboard of us when a monster whalu 


broke water within half a mile of the 
two craft. 
We got him aboard of his 


ship as soon as possible, but long 
enough before be reached her bis mates 
bad lowered and were away. The hour 
was 2 o'clock in the afternoon, and we 
knocked off work to see the fun. 


There were those aboard of tho Ruin- 


bow who said it was the same whale 
which had killed two men and smashed 
a boat to the north of St. Helena. Be 
that as it may, he had a harpoon stick- 
ing in him and was badly tangled up 
in a whale line. He was rolling on tho 
surface when both boata came up and 
made fast at the same moment. For IS 
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be hard to find an old whaleman who 
hadn't heard it half a dozen times over. 


The ship Wanderer went whaling 


from the port of Bristol, commanded by 
Captain Joseph Watkina She was out 
18 months and never took a whale. 
Four of her crew died of fever, three 
were killed by accident, and, the ship 
returned so wrecked that she was sold 
for a collier. The owners lost heavily, 
of course, and Captain Watkius was 
called a Jonah and could not get anoth- 
er craft One day when he was digging 
in his garden he unearthed three jars 
which were filled to the brim with gold- 
pieces, and which had been buried for 
perhaps a century. His find footed up 
about $90,000, and with the greater 
portion of the money he built and fitted 
ont the bark Bainbow. Instead of ship- 
ping a crew on shares he paid by the 
month, and thus set out on his first voy- 
age with tbe best seamen of Bristol 


On the second day after leaving port 


the bark came across a dead whale float- 
ing about which yielded 80 barrels of 
oil. On tbe fifth day, just as the decks 
bad been cleared up, she came upon the 
scene of a fight between five whales 
and seven or eight of that species of 
fish known as the killer, which is the 
mortal enemy of the leviathan and the 
only known one he has in any sea. The 
bark hove to and let the fight go on, 
and when it was over she had two dead 
whale* to tow alongside and added 150 j 
barrels of oil to her cargo. In four 
months from the day she left Bristol 
ehe entered port again, having a cargo 
of bone and oil which sold for more i 
than $30,000. In addition to that she i 
brought home the complete skeleton of 
a whale 85 feet long, for whidh the • 
British muaeum paid $5,000 in cash.

The lucky voyage of the Bainbow ' 


created much talk, and when Captain 
Watkins was ready to set sail again he > 
bad to turn sailors away by the hun- 
dred. This time the crew was shipped 
on shares, and no man had reason to re- 
gret it. In 150 days the bark was back 
in Bristol with 2,870 barrels of common ' 
oil, 320 barrels of "case" or fine oil, | 
and the largest cargo of baleen, or whale- | 
bone, ever brought to port by a whaler. ! 
She had not lost a man, boat or a sail, j 
Everybody was astounded over the luck 
of a man who had been out a year and a ' 
half ia another ship to meet with uoth- I 
ing but disaster, and the name of Cap- ' 
tain Watkins was heard whenever two 
sailors met. He had money enough to 
enable him to live comfortably tbe rest 
of his days, but be was persuaded to 
make one more voyage. On this third 
cruise tbe leviathan* of the deep seemed 
to hunt for the ship. In 150 days she 
made the port of Bristol with a cargo 
worth $6,000 more than either of the 
preceding ones. 


Then he started off with a rush and 
made a complete circle about both ships, 
leaving such a wake behind him that 
there were times when we lost sight of 
the boats in the foam. Having com- 
pleted the circle the monster slewed 
about until he was head on to tbe first 
mate's boat 
He. lay for a moment 


swinging bis lower jaw to right and 
left and then made a rush. The boat at- 
tempted to shoot ahead and avoid him, 
but he caught her with a swing of that 
terrible jaw and left only fragments be- 
hind as he came down between the two 
ships and went off to the south.

The men scattered, and it 
was three mouths before the bark start- 
ed ont for another cruise. She had lost 
prestige, but she was still looked upon 
as a lucky craft and there was no lack 
of applicants when she was ready for 
sea. On this, which proved to be her 
last cruise, she was commanded by Cap- 
tain Tborndyke, who was a whaler of 
15 years' experience and bad command- 
ed some of the best vessels in the fleet 
On leaving Bristol he told the owners 
he would come back with a hold full of 
oil or not at all. 


We in the Nancy Lee had meanwhile ' 


transshipped 1,400 barrels of oil and 
worked our way down to Cape Horn 
and 200 miles south of it 
We were 


cruising east and west taking a whale 
occasionally, when the Rainbow came 
down on us for the third time. This 
was some nine or ten months after her 
last adventure, and she had made the 
trip from Bristol without sighting a 
spout She came down to us at 10 


, o'clock one morning, remained hove to 
until 2 in the afternoon and then head- 
ed away to the east 


We came about, and two days later 


sighted the Rainbow again. Neither 
craft had sighted a spout but at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, as they lay 
within a quarter of a mile of each other, 
a whale broke water within a cable's 
length of the bark. He was so close to 
her that we bad no show and did not 
lower. It was a lone whale and a big 
one, and we no sooner bad him under 
our glasses than we saw that be was a 
fighter 
There were half a dozen scars 


on his head, and the way he rolled about 
showed his temper 
As he was head on 


to us he must have seen both ships and 
the two boats lowered for him, but be 
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out of bis line of vision and approach 
htm broadside on, but he heard the ap-

Three months after she arrived home 


on her third cruise the Rainbow went 
to sea again. Up to this time I bad 
never seen the bark, but had beard all 
about her a down times over from men 
aboard of our whaling ship, the Nancy 
Lee of Marblehead. One day as we were 
cutting in a whale to the north of St. 
Helena the Rainbow came up from the 
east, and the two craft remained in com- 
pany for three or four hours. The lucky 
•hip had then been ont of port 40 days 


striking the boat with his flukes he 
killed four men and reduced her to 
matchwood. Then be started straight 
for the Rainbow, and hia rush was that 
of an avalanche. Every man of us had 
our eyes on him when he struck her on 
the port bow, and we plainly heard tbe 
crash of planks and timbers.

nicate disease to another by the shaking 
cf hands? 


If this question be true, should the 


custom be abandoned or should it be 
modified under medical instruction so 
as to minimize tbe danger? 


The existence of micro-organism* 


inimical to life and health has been es- 
tablished beyond dispute. Dr. Breiter 
founds nig thesis, recently printed in 
The Medical Record, on this hypothe- 
sis. But his leading point, insisted up- 
on with much force, ie the danger which 
is hidden in the apparently harmless 
and sometimes pleasing custom of shak- 
ing hands. He says: 


"That tbe surf ace of the human body 


is a very hotbed for the propagation of 
a great variety of micro-organisms 
Fnerbinger, Mittman, Bizzozero, Ma- 
giora and Welch have elucidated moat 
conclusively. It is certainly beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that in the presence 
of a predisposing factor and sometimes 
even without that tbe microbio diseases 
are ushered into existence by their indi- 
vidual prototypes, this being essentially 
brought about by contact in some way 
of tbe two contingent forces. Modern 
eurgery is founded on this principle. 
The carefulness with which we prepare 
our hands and surgical instruments be- 
fore and after a surgical operation well 
exemplifies the importance of a famil- 
iarity with its dangers in every sense. 


"We recognize that many of onr mi- 


crobio diseases, especially of the exan- 
tbematio type, eliminate their toxic ele- 
ment very largely through tbe medium 
of the skin, which .undergoes extensive 
exfoliation, disseminating the poison far 
and wide. Isolation is resorted to and 
enforced most rigorously, thereby check- 
ing tbe spread of the disease, and then 
disinfectants lavishly used cause the de- 
struction of the offending armies. In 
the era of scientific prophylaxis conse- 
quent upon tbe introduction of the mi- 
croscope, bacteriology and antiseptics 
we find a steady decline of epidemics i 
either developing in the outer world or 
in onr hospital wards. Yet accidental 
inoculations of tuberculosis, smallpox 
and vaccinia, as well as more horrible 
diseases, still exist and are but demon- 
strations of either an unavoidable cause 
or a faulty observance of established 
data." 


Dr. Breiter gives a thorough discus- 


sion as to what may be tbe result of con- 
tact of tha hands. He declares that with 
men who are of cleanly habits, hut who 
have acquired disease and such as they 
would wish to bide from their fellow 
men, the specific bacillus of this disease 
has been found in filth collected from 
the hand. He has found tubercle bacilli 
in the dirt taken from the hand of tbe 
man suffering from tuberculosis, the 
Klebs-Loeffler microbe among cases of 
suspected diphtheria and had no doubt 
that tbe specific germs of every microbio 
disease may and would be found in mil- 
lions on the surfaces of the hands if 
proper experimentation were made. i. He I 
proceeds as follows r 
I

"Many victims of'scarlet fever, both ' 


in the early and desquamative stages, 
especially the latter, are walking tbe 
streets of every large city ready to in- 
graft upon the mcist hsnd of any chance 
acquaintance the prolific virus of the 
disease. The same may be said of per- 
sons with 
pulmonary tuberculosis, , 


whose hands and handkerchiefs, through 
constant wiping of the month, are foul 
and saturated with tbe bacteria laden 
expectoration of the disease. Tubercu- 
losis of tbe hand, the lesion large or 
small in area, often painless and un- 
recognized as such for a long while and 
perhaps untreated, is by no means an 
infrequent 
ooc .rence. 
Scabies, we 


know, has a marked predilection for the 
hand. Need I mention others? Now 
whether these conditions are the result 
of hand to hand contact or not does not 


( matter. The conditions themselves are 
| dangerous elements, and it is the con- 


sideration of such factors in the causa- 
tion of disease that we are studying, 


i 
"Of course tbe mucous membrane 


serves as a better pabulum for tbe inva- 
sion and development of micro organ- 
isms, but the skin is not absolutely neg- 
ative in that respect, and if it were it 
would make little difference, as the 
two, skin and mucous membrane, are 
very of ten in close apposition with each 
other. We l|now that the hand has car- 
ried bacteria to tbe month, disseminat- 
ing contagion in that way. Typhoid fe- 
ver, Asiatic cholera, diphtheria and oth- 
er diseases are known to have been pro- 
duced that way. Why search through 
medical libraries for similar and per- 
haps more conclusive evidence? The 
subject has passed tbe stage of novelty. 
So while we professional people are by 
reason of onr profession forced to invite 
and then to battle—for we have antisep- 
tics—with these enemies, there is no 
reason why we should unnecessarily and 
nuder the cloak of custom invite them 
and then leave them to do their harm. 
; 


"Some may look upon this subject 


with derision. Nevertheless the trujjh is 
this: No matter how small the percent- 
age of evil consequences arising from 
this universal handshaking, the total 
number, in view of its extensiveness, i 
must necessarily be great The subject 
is deserving of serious consideration. 
Conscientious physicians and surgeons 
will accord it" 
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Mr*. John A. Logan once gave to a 


newspaper reporter in this city a letter 
from a southern editor that created a 
lot ot talk.

In her hand she held a letter, tho 
contents of which her husband knew 
about She wanted to give it to the re 
porter, but tbe general objected. Bui 
as the newspaper man started to leave 
Mrs. Logan slipped the envelope into 
his hand. The next morning nearly 
every newspaper in tbe country printed 
a copy of it 
It was a rare and racy 


document.

Colonel Alexander O. Horn of Meridi- 


an, Miss., then tbe editor of The Daily 
Mercury, was its author. 
The lutier 


was intended as an explanation of an 
editorial that had appeared a few weeks 
before in The Mercury. Colonel Horn 
nud J. J. Shannon were associates in 
the publication of tbe aforesaid journal.

It called upon the people of 
Dixie land to exult and rejoice at the 
death of the man who had slain their 
sous and burned their homes The peo- 
ple of Meridian were astounded. They 
went te, the editor, Colonel Horn, and 
asked him, in the name of peace, to 
write another article withdrawing it. 
He was obdurate and instead of doing 
as bis neighbors wished dictated anoth-1 
er one equally as fierce as tbe 
first.

At that moment the name of Colonel 


Shannon was before the senate awaiting 
confirmation as postmaster at Meridian. 
An enemy of bis, knowing the love that 
General Logan bad for General Grant, 
inclosed copies of the paper to him, ex- 
pecting that Logan would oppose Shan- 
non's nomination. Shannon and Horn 
had a dispute over the editorial, and 
their relations became so strained that 
a street duel was only averted by the 
interference of mutual friends. Colonel 
Horn's letter to General Logan was to 
the effect that Colonel Shannon was in- 
nocent of the article and had known 
nothing about it until be saw it in the 
paper. I cannot quote the letter with 
literal exactness, but a part of it was as 
follows: 


"No; Shannon had nothing to do 


with it. In tbe first place he hasn't

I predict that you will soon 
have him ever on your side, and God 
speed the day! We Democrats down 
here don't want him. 


"I am growing old, but I am still in 


possession of my mental faculties, and 
I hope to live many years longer to tell 
tbe truth from day to day about tbe 
despised Yankees and their politics. I 
am seriously afflicted with hemiplegia, 
else I would have mauled h——1 out of 
Shannon long ago. 


"Logan, you ought to remember me

A professor ha* been itudyiag toe 


subject, a man of renown in his owa 
world, and be has discovered certain 
important data proving conclusively 
that no one can meet with instant 
death. He works ont bis theory on the 
data afforded by tbe physiology of cell*. 
He states thai no one yet has proved 
tbe difference between a dead and a live 
brain cell. When this has been done, 
then we can more easily ascertain how 
long a timeoelapses before tbe death of a 
cell takes place. 


But, first, what is a cell? To be brief, 


both plants and animals—including, of 
course, man—are built up of units, ele- 
mentary units, which you can only de- 
tect under the microscope. Now, each 
tiny cell is a vital elementary unit. We 
are nothing but highly developed results 
of the individual vitality of huge quan- 
tities of these fundamental cells. 


As this is undeniably so, how is it 


possible, by simple decapitation, say, 
to cause instant death in the millions of 
cells which compose the brain ? It i* 
known that brain cells have their own 
cell life and are liable to live a certain 
time after they are cut off from outside 
nutrition without the supply of any 
blood whatever from the body.

nourishment is supplied inside tbe cell 
walls, and it can go on living after be- 
"ng cut off from other resources. 


From this argument it is clear to the 


irofessor that these millions of cells in

glands have gone through their prepara- 
tion the cells are still living.' 


But the carious fact remains that at 


present there are no data showing the 
supposed length of time it takes for the 
cells of tbe brain to empty themselve* 
of the 
111 of consciousness or life, bat 


it is ct: .a;n that consciousness does not 
cease immediately after, say, a head 
has been cut off a body. Tbe belief, 
however, is that at least four or five 
minutes must elapse • ere death finally 
steps in to arrest life. 


It has been noticed in the case of a 


decapitated bead that the cheeks remain 
red for some minutes after the sever- 
ance, a conclusive proof that the cell* 
are living. 


The heads of decapitated animals 


have continued to bite and snap at the 
air for three or four minutes after sev- 
erance. This phenomenon is well mark- 
ed in the head of a tortoise separated 
from the body. The life of tbe brain, 
therefore, must be retained for some 
time after the head is severed, from'the 
very fact that, though being separated 
from the trunk, its nutritions blood and 
gases, taken from the fund stored up in 
the cells, are in sufficient quantity to 
carry on life, but for what exact period 
is unknown. 


Do the brain cells die simultaneously? 


No. because they have their own indi- 
vidual cell life. Oar scientific friend 
also makes the very startling statement 
that in many diseases the brain cells, 
although the person to all appearance* 
is dead.-may live for three or four hour* 
after supposed death has taken place. 


In the case of a healthy person being 


hanged, seeming death is not instanta- 
neous at all. Organic motion is arrest- 
ed, but real death is certainly not in* 
stantaneons. The brain cells are tbe last 
to die. and life is not really extinct un- 
til rigor mortis sets in. which, in the 
case of a healthy person dying sudden- 
ly, is protracted. 


Now. 
when it is known that an ordi- 


nary cell lives after being removed from 
a living body, why, then, cannot the 
brain cells retain their life when the 
conditions 
immediately surrounding 


them are much the same as during their 
previous existence? 


The head of a chicken waa cut .off. 


and after certain stimuli bad been 
made it opened its month and gasped 
five minutes after its bead had been 
decapitated from tbe body. 


The head of a certain animal wa* cut 


off and found susceptible to light for 
many minutes after it was apparent- 
ly dead. A strong electric light wa* 
held in front of the eyes and moved 
alternately near to and far away from 
them. The pupils of the eyes followed 
the light in its movements, expanding; 
and contracting, that is to say. focus- 
ing themselves upon the light as it 
moved backward and forward. It wa* 
proved that the animal was capable of 
smelling by the use of certain pungent 
odors placed near the nasal organs— 
and all this because tbe brain cells were 
yet living.

watches the first performance of some 
great dramatic work, often wonders In 
a vague sort of way how such smooth- 
ness and nicety of action were ever 
attained by mortal man. From the first 
rlae of the curtain to the fall of the 
drop every line has been spoken and ev- 
ery movement has been ordered with 
the accuracy and precision of a double 
jeweled chronometer. Never a hitch is 
there from first to last. But as our com- 
placent theater goer sits and watches 
the play tor which.he has paid his dol- 
lar or two he has inOeed very little Idea 
of the. weeks and weeks of toll and 
study and worry and revising which 
had to take place before the actor could 
add his last little quota to the gayety of 
nations. 


But the actor himself knows only too 


well the amount of work that was nec- 
essary before he could so airily tear a 
passion to pieces for the delectation of 
his light hearted audience. In fact, if 
that imaginative and sadly misled 
youns lady, the stagestruck girl, were 
once led behind the scenes by some 
kindly hand and shown just how the or- 
dinary everyday dre^s rehearsal is con- 
ducted she would soon see that they say 
' such things and they do such things 
that she would never want to go there 
any more! She would suddenly realize 
that the entire duty of even the bright- 
est theatrical star is not to beam efful- 
gently over the footlights and send out 
her autograph to an ever increasing ar- 
my of admirers. 


Theatrical people, fortunately, make 


it a point to see that only those persons 


found to be a mere creation of stuffed 
kid or cloth. Unlovely looking pieces of 
wooden statuary stand carelessly about, 


behold. When the leader has frown 
tired of giving directions and repri- 
mands for the hundredth time, the 
stage manager comes to the front and 
takes his turn and pitches into that 
same much abused chorus for not 
dressing the stage properly. They are 
grouped over again, and once more the 
leader strikes up the old air, and once 
more a few dozen very tired young la- 
dies—but not always so awfully young 
—glibly rattle 'off the same old light- 
some ditty and go through the same 
old fetching movements. Stage man- 
agers, as a rule, are not the best tem- 
pered beings in the world, and the rea- 
son for it is soon understood. Some un- 
fortunate player will Insist on standing 
in the wrong place. She is shifted and 
shuffled about for the twentieth time 
and is at last made to cover her own 
appointed ground only after a big chalk 
mark has been made showing where 
she is supposed to stand. Then wrong 
entrances and exits are made, and once 
more the manager waxes wrathy and 


them, bullies them, roars at 
them, 


drives them about the stage like a lot 
of .frightened sheep and shows them 
how to carry a tin spear without giving 
the impression that this oume spear Is 
an attenuated infernal machine. 


If there is any dancing in the piece 


being prepared, the service of the ballet 
master is demanded. He Is nearly al- 
ways a Frenchman, and for the en- 
lightenment of the young women who 
stand about with their skirts, pinned up 
he nimbly gyrates with a strange and 
beautiful abandon which few enough of 
his short skirted pupils can successful- 
ly emulate. Then, after some repaint- 
ing of scenery and a few more altera- 
tions in the lights and a few hours' de- 
bating as to costumes and cues and go- 
ing- over the whole play a few more 
times, the new performance is voted to 
be almost ready for presentation. After 
a dress rehearsal or two the first night 
arrives, and with it brings the long 
haired newspaper critics and the rest of 
the great unwashed, who jauntily sum 


who have some particular reason for 
loing so shall witness that laborious 
and painful preparatory work which 
necessarily precedes the production of 
a new play. For this reason a glimpse 
behind the scenes will be of especial 
interest to those who have never known 
the use of rouge and wig. 


In the first place, a visit behind the 


scenes of a big theater is invariably 
disillusioning, interesting as the initial 
incursion into that once considered 
realm of enchantment may prove. If 
the dress rehearsal for some big per- 
formance chances to be taking place 
during this first visit, the intruder will 
find everything behind the footlights in 
a state of confusion and activity. 


The first thing which will strike the 


visitor is the surprisingly shabby ap- 
pearance of the stage scenery when 
viewed at short range. The lordly man- 
sion of the Capulets will be nothing 
more than a crudely daubed piece of 
canvas, and the white swan on which 
the departing Lohengrin floats so mys- 
teriously away is nothing more than a 
ridiculous lithe-necked box on wheels, 
well decorated with very earthly goose 
feathers^ The visitor will venture into 
the property room with expectant heart, 
for there, he knows, he will be sure to 
find the bloody dagger with which Lady 
Macbeth does her nightly, deed of hor- 
ror, and the Venetian four poster on 
which the irate Othello strangles the 
perjured Desdemona, and the anvil that 
rings so merrily in "Robin Hood," and 
the great golden goblets from which 
the Pirates of Penzance have always 
taken auch liberal and yet strangely 
unmtoxicating potions, and indeed the 
one hundred and one" things which min- 
gled comedy and tragedy, tears and 
laughter, have endeared to those people 
who nave a .fondness for seeing the 
mirror held up to nature. 


What the visitor really sees will be in 


•11 probability a great, confused, hetero- 
geneous mass of lumber, among which' 
he will distinguish perhaps the sawmill 
used In "Blue Jeans" and the real grist- 
mill from "The Man Without a Coun- 
try," » luxurious parlor chair or two 
piled incongruously on a plain kitchen 
table, firearms and swords and piles of 
tin armor for the Roman soldiery, false 
faces of all sizes and descriptions, rustic 
looking tree trunks made of board* with 
painted rags glued to them and a hun- 
dred and one outlandish looking pieces 
of stage; furniture.. The golden goblets 
from which the alcoholically Inclined 
chorus. drink their foaming beverage 
•re, alas, fouiid to be nothing more sub- 


strangely hideous.without the-softening 
lights of the stage electrician flowing 
over them. And this same stage electri- 
cian, by the way, is a very important 
man behind the scenes, playing a far 
greater part in the mounting of a drama 
than the unthinking spectator ever 
dreams. The master of the lights spends 
many an hour of study and experiment 
In trying the effect of different hues 
and shades on the different scenes of the 
play under production. Sometimes it is 
found that a sickly green light will pro- 
duce a beautiful enough moonlight ef- 
fect, but the leading lady protests with 
much vigor that she is never going to 
face an audience, with her, erstwhile 
roselike complexion bathed in any such 
universal verdancy. So the master of 
the lights has to begin all over again 
and find some more acceptable hne to 
represent his moonlight, or' have the 
heavens shed a special beam of more 
acceptable coloring over the unrelent- 
ing leading lady. 


Unless the visitor has wandered into 


an exceptionally .well- conducted play- 
house he will discover that the different 
dragging room's allotted" to the leading 
lady and her. .colleagues .are by no 
means such luxurious apartments as 
the outside world dreamc. 
In these 


rooms will be seen rows and rows of 
gorgeous looking gowns, but far from 
being as gorgeous looking as they seem 
when draped on the heroine while she 
Is being pursued by the villain before 
the footlights for the amusement of her 
insatiable audience. Wjgs, cosmetics, 
slippers, shoes, crowns richly dight with 
glass diamonds, turbans and a theat- 
rical trunk or two will be found scat- 
tered promiscuously about. 


The bare and dingy rooms in which 


the ever fascinating chorus girls are 
made to dress will be viewed with a 
gentle shock by the visitor, to whom.it 
will seem outrageous tha't such visions 
of pink lighted loveliness should-have 
to adorn themselves in a grotto of such 
dismal hideousness. 


When the actual rehearsal starts and 


the big curtain is* rung up before the 
darkened or. dimly lighted house, the 
really interesting moments of the visit 
begin. The orchestra'at sflch rehearsals 
is usually represented by merely the 
leader of that organization, who pre» 
sides at the piano and thumps the key- 
board and calls out, none too gently, di- 
rections to the chorus or the soloist at 
the same time. If the rehearsal is one 
of an opera, the revilingrs and the lec- 
turlngs to which that poor chorus is 
subjected are wonderful and terrible to 


orders the scene done over again. Then 
perhaps some actor or actress has for- 
gotten his or her lines, and there is<a 
sudden pause in the .action, and the 
even tenor of theatrical life is once 
more broken into by a calling down 
from the stage manager. Then it ia 
suddenly discovered that there .is some- 
thing wrong with the scenery, and a 
new grouping of vile looking canvases 
is "struck." When this is done, it is 
seen that the full moon is casting shad- 
ows in two directions, a fe'at which is 
obviously a. lunar impossibility. 
The 


manager of the lights is called and con- 
sulted, and after half an hour or so of 
careful trial and experimenting the fit 
.and proper effect in shadows is pro- 
duced. 


Things are once more in apparent 


smooth running order and .the lines are 
being read along very nicely when it is 
found that some quite essential piece of 
stage property is missing and cannot be 
found. The property man is first called 
up and then "called down," the article 
is produced, and still once more the 
scattered threads of comedy or tragedy, 
as the case may be, are taken up. 


In most performances of any preten- 


sions there are always a certain num- 
ber of supers engaged. Supers are those 
gentlemen of theatrical inclinations and 
evil intentions who usually go to make 
up the Roman populace or the enraged 
mob or the courtiers, gentlemen and 
others used for filling' up the back of 
the stage in certain dramatic perform- 
ances. Sometimes they even venture to 
don .knightly armor and appear very 
limp legged and ill at ease as standard 
bearers. Sometimes, again, one of them 
will array himself in a well worn fi:"»rf: 
suit long since discarded by. tin- lead- 
ing man and essay the part of some ap- 
parently very awkward and very em- 
barrasssd French waiter. It is these 
supers who seem to have entered into 
a conspiracy since time immemorial to 
drive every stage manager in the-world 
into the deadliest throes of stark and 
staring madness. If the supers are to 
carry martial spears and banners, they 
do so in a manner that at once suggests 
a gang of weary boys sneaking home 
after a day's truant fishing. If they are 
to represent the enraged and long op- 
pressed populace giving vent to their 
just feelings in mutinous cheers,' their 
howls - of anger and rage sound more 
like the muffled wailing of two or three 
newborn kittens than like the cries of 
a hundred lusty Roman citizens pouring 
forth the vials of their wrath.. But the 
Indefatigable stage manager sticks to 


up the merits and demerits of the new 
production and go on their careless way 
rejoicing. 


But few of us ever dream of the in- 


finite toil and labor that has taken 
place behind the curtain before that new 
play is presented to its first audience.

Outlook For a Prosperous Year—The 


Brooklyn and Boston Teams Com- 


pared—Why New York Should 


Have a Winning Nine.

Another baseball season will open in 


a few weeks, and the air is now filled 
with all sorts of. rumors. There has 
never been a winter prior to the one 
just ended when so many and such 
vast deals were put through or attempt- 
ed. For weeks past baseball politics 
has been in a state of effervescence, and 
the public has been kept on the edge to 
know what -would be the next thing 
sprung by the .magnates. 


Of course the biggest coup was the 


purchase of the Baltimore club by 
Brooklyn, thus giving to the latter city 
what will probably prove to be the 
strongest team in the League. Balti- 
more and Boston last year had a very 
even fight for the pennant, with the lat- 
ter winning out in the finish. It is more 
than likely this season the Brooklyn 
team, which will consist of the pick of 
the two clubs, will be able to give the 
Bostons a fight that will be memorable 
in baseball annals. Such being the case, 
it 'is of interest to compare the relative 
strength of the two teams. 


The new Brooklyn outfield will con- 


sist of Griffin, Jones and Keeler. Against 
them will be pitted Dulty, Hamilton and 
Stahl. As regards Keeler and Stahl, the 
problem is easy. The former is the 
League's champion bat and the best 
fielder in his position in the country. 
Griffin is a much better fielder than 
Hamilton, whereas in other respects 
they are about on even terms, with the 
Bean < Eater a shade the better base 
stealer. Jones is a much better thrower 
and fielder than the Boston captain and 
besides has the advantage of oeing sev- 
eral years younger. He has not had so 
much experience in the League, being a 
comparative newcomer in the ranks, 
but is quicker than his opponent. Duffy, 
however, at present Is the better bat. 
On the whole Brooklyn seems to have 
the better of the argument as regards 
the outfield. 


On comparing the infielders the supe- 


riority of Brooklyn is not so marked. 
Kelly is, of course, an experiment at 
first base, but he is quick to learn and 
knows all the fine points of the game. 
He is also a heavier batsman than Ten- 
ney, 
the champions' first base man. 


Kelly Is also a right handed thrower, 
while Tenney is a "southpaw." 


At second base it looks like a stand off 


between Daly and Lowe. The Bostonian, 
while not a grand stand or sho%vy play- 
er, uses his head at all times and is a 
splendid team man. Daly can throw 
better than Lowe and is certainly .Is 
equal in stick work. Herman Lonjf, the 
crack short stop of the Boston aggrega- 
tion, and Hugh Jennings, who will cov- 
er the same territory for Brooklyn,'are 
probably the best two players at this 
position in the country. Both are very 
fast fielders. Last year Long had a 
little the betiter ,of" the argument be- 
cause Jennings' arm bothered him, but 
now that trouble is removed. In batting 
and base running they rank about 
equal, so that they ought to have a very 
pretty fight for the honors. 


Collins, the Boston third base man, is 


an artist in his position and is every- 
where regarded as the king pin of them 
all. However, he will have to exert 
himself to excel Dahlen, who will cover 
that point for Brooklyn. The latter has 
been playing short for several years in 
Chicago, though previous to that time 
he was a third base man. Both men are 
very graceful players and can cover a 
lot of territory, though whether Dahlen 
can equal Collins' lightning throws is 
to be seen. He is a better batsman and 
base runner than the Bostonian and has 
the advantage of more experience- in 
League baseball. All in all, Brooklyn 
seems to have the advantage in hitting 
ability in the infield, though slightly 
behind in fielding. 


The pitching department 
of both 


gen, Is a member of the Boston team, 
and he has to help him out Yeager, 
Lake and others. Brooklyn can boast 
no particular star, but Includes such re- 
liable men as Grim, Ryan and A. Smith. 


Close students of the game, including 


Hanlon and Vonderhorst, who have 
studied the make up of the team, assert 
that Brooklyn will carry off the pen- 
nant this season, though they grant 
that it will by no means be a walkover. 
They assert that Brooklyn has he 
heaviest hitting nine in the League, je- 
sides having pitching and catching ma- 
terial, though Boston is conceded the 
stronger in fieldine. 


However, there are several other 


teams that must be reckoned with when 
figuring out a champion. Cincinnati 
and Philadelphia are always danger- 
ous. Pittsburg has a great team, and 
any of these by judicious strengthening 
can give the others a great fight. New 
York is thways a strong finisher, and 
with about three additions and good 
management might be backed for a 
winner with a good deal of confidence. 
The new manager, Mr. John B. Day, is 
out with a statement, however,- that no 
new players will be signed for some 
time and that the captain will not be 
chosen until after some practice has 
been taken at Charleston. 


The reason for this unwillingness of 


President Freedman to strengthen the 
Giants Is believed to arise from the fact 
that he is preparing to get out of base- 
ball after this season. The only thing 
that keeps him connected with the sport 
is the $10,000 salary that Is attached to 
the post, and it is not believed that he 
can influence a sufficient number of 
stockholders to vote it to him again. He 
is owner of a majority of the stock, so 
can get elected to the presidency, but 
that will not appeal to' him when only a 
small salary gees with it, and it takes 
a two-thirds vote of the magnates to 
decide that point. 


On the other hand, every magnate, 


player and baseball crank in the coun- 
try would like to see the New York 
team very strong and in a leading posi- 
tion. They all recognize that that city 
is the best baseball town In the country. 
An ordinary gate there in &' good year 
when the ' Giants weje factors in the 
race was 3,000, even on off days, where- 
as on a Saturday the attendance was 
between 10,000 and 12,000 and on a holi- 
day was several thousands more than 
the last number, so that a club, even 
if it only made expense? in other cities, 
by playing a few profitable games in the 
metropolis could 'whid up the season 
with a comfortable balance in the bank. 


It is probable that very little or no 


kicking for more salary will be done 
this season by players before signing 
their contracts. They are beginning to 
realize that the magnates generally say 
what they mean and are very independ- 
ent, so that it is better to submit to 
their offers rather than waste time 
making a fuss.

It Is an old saying that the manager of 
a successful team is a great manager 
for that reason only—in a word, that it 
is the team that makes the manager 
and not the manager the team. Hanlon 
has proved the untruthfulness of this. 
He took hold of the Baltimore^ when 
they were regarded as "cast offs" and 
made them triple winners of the pen- 
nant. He has the confidence and re- 
spect of his men, two elements without 
which no manager can be successful.

THE EVANS CASE DISCUSSION 


Evans Would Not Hurt a Fly When He 


He is Sober. 
Of Average Birth 


and Morals and Degraded by 


Whiskey. 


Kev. Frederick A. Taylor, pastor of 


the Universalist church, preached a 
sermon last night on the relation of in- 
temperance to crime. The Evans case 
and some comment that had been made 
on it seemed to be the Incidents around 
\\ hich he wished to gather his remarks. 
After some introductory words he gave 
a good list of statistics to prove that 
arrests and crime were closely con- 
nected with the immoderate use of 
liquor and that a large per cent of the 
crimes committed were committed by 
persons when druik or who immod- 
erately used 
liquor. 
Omitting the 


I statistics, which were the statistics 


usually given by temperance speakers, 
he spoke substantially as follows; 


An advertising journal known as 


"Printers' Ink'" has for its motto, 
"Keeping everlastingly at it brings suc- 
cess." This motto has been adopted as 
an axiom in business. What is true of 
one form of activity is true of almost 
all other forms of activity, and the 
reason why the liquor interests are 
successful is because the liquor men 
keep everlastingly at it. The reason 
why the opposition to the saloon has 
not been so successful, and I have 
heard a lawyer say it too, is that it has 
been spasmodic in its labors. It may 
arouse itself at times and carry a point 
but then it allows its labors tocease and 
the liquor interests soon bring matters 
back to their old condition again. It 
does not keep everlastingly 
at it. 


If a minister preached a temperance 
sermon once a month or even once in 
six months some of his congregation 
•would no doubt wonder if he could 
find nothing else to talk about. But I 
propose to preach a temperance sermon 
as often as I think it will give the best 
results. I would that men might be 
led to temperance in all things without 
prohibition by law. But we must take 
things as they are. 


There is a disposition in human 


nature and particularly in human 
nature that has not been very much 
subjected 
to 
the 
Christian 
senti- 


ment to lay the blame on some one 
else 
when 
anything goes 
wrong. 


Spain is an instance of this. No doubt 
Spain thinks that all the misfortunes 
of the recent war are due to the med- 
dlesomeness of America and not due 
to her own lack of progressiveness. It 
ia similar in business affairs. Any 
business man would be reluctant to 
admit 
that 
evil 
results 
grew 


out of the business in which he is I 
engaged, and, when evil happens, the ' 
first instinct is to hurry around and 
find some other cause to which to at- 
tribute the evil. We have an instance 
of this in the case of Evans, who has 
committed one of the worst 'of crimes. 
In spite of the fact that the man was 
under the influence of liquor when he 
committed the crime there has been an 
attempt, presumably on the part of the 
liquor interests to prove that Evans 
was born bad and that he would have 
committed the crime just the same had

As I have before stated the attempt 


was made to show that Evans was 
born bad. Yet the statement that he 
was born bad is an assertion without 
foundation in proved facts. He was of 
average .birth and considered to be 
so among his neighbors in Florida 
where he lived. He was of the average 
moral standard and I have the sta^e- 
ment of an expert to this effect. In 
fact the testimony of the expert, v.ho 
has come into contact with hundreds 
of men accused of crime, was, in his 
own words, "Judged by "appearance 
he is a man who would not harm a 
fly when he is sober." The attempt has 
been to show that he is a moral degen- 
erate. Ninety-nine out of 100 such eases 
of degeneracy are due to the excessive 
use of liquor by the individual or his 
parents.

THE AIMS OF CHARITY. 


Rev. W. U Teniwy Saeakt on the Sub. 


jeet of Organization. 


Rev. W. L. Tenney rave a abort talk 


Sunday evening at the Congregational 
church, preceding the regular sermon, 
his subject being associated charities. 
It was in line with a recent sermon by 
him on some of the needs of the present 
in connection with charity, and which 
has led to considerable discussion and 
the probability of the establishment in 
this city of some system of organized 
charity similar to those in other 
places. 
Mr. Tenney said that there was no need 
for- being discouraged at the outset 
over any seeming failures in the past 
along- the same lines,, as many cities 
had been experimenting and meeting 
success and failure for more years than 
the subject had been under discussion 
here. 


It is unwise, even if it were possible 


he said, to outline an iron clad plan 
for any such enterprise, but he re- 
viewed briefly the systems of various 
countries where the subject has been 
given 
careful 
investigations 
and 


thorough tests. Speaking of English 
systems, the first oiu.-ne of methods 
on which they are based was: 


AH relief work aims at the inde^en- 


dence of the ones helped; 


No relief should be given without in- 


quiry 
into its circumstances and 


causes; 


Existing institutions 
are 
to be 


utilized as far as possible; 
.--All relief must be adequate to the 
object for which it was given. 


He outlined the main object which 


furnished the basis of the work of all 
similar American organizations as fol- 
lows: 


The co-operation of all classes and 


the co-ordination of methods for the 
accomplishment of one object; 


An accurate knowledge of the work 


to be done and the field to be covered; 


Adequate and prompt relief when 


necessary; 


The exposure of frauds among those 


who seek help; 


The finding of work for those who are 


able and willing to provide for them- 
selves if they have opportunity; 


The establishment of relations of 


personal interest and real sympathy 
between the workers and those who are 
helped. 


Mr. Tenney spoke of the question of 


the advisability of what is known as 
out-door relief, and the effect of united 
charity work in reducing the amount 
of such relief in various cities. 
He 


felt that there was more field for such 
a work in North Adams than was gen- 
erally realized, and that all that had 
been done and said in the past on the 
subject had served to keep and in- 
crease and interested in it 


He thought that in this city It might 


not be necessary for such an associa- 
tion to employ a paid superintendent 
as is done in Plttsfleld, but that co- 
operation should be secured from city 
officials, public school teachers, and 
representatives 
of (all the 
present 


existing benefit organizations and the 
churches. 


He spoke of the interest the Central 


Labor union nad taken in the matter, 
and the good this organization "was 
doing, and closed by saying that the 
question would be settled when all 
were willing to come together to add to 
what had already been done.
